—The ostrich is the swiftest runner on 
the face of tbe earth. The sp ace at which 
a strong ostrick can run is estimated to 
exceed sixty miles an hour, but this rate 
of p rogress is seldom kep t up for more 
than a mile or so. 
When an ostrich is 
running at full sp eed its legs move so 
rap idly that they p ^ not ap p ear to touch 
the ground, and, according to Dr. Liv 
ingstone, the e je can no more follow 
them than it can follow the sp okes of a 
carriage wheel in rap id motion 
No 
racehorse can overtake the ostrich, and it 
would be imp ossible to catch it but for 
the habit it has of running in a circle 
The hare is another very swift runner, 
going at the rate of nearly a mile a min­ 
ute. 
The fleetest of the antelop e tribe is 
p roverbial. 
The swiftest dogs and horses 
are left far behind in the p ursuit of these 
animals, and it is only by stratagem that 
they ican be hunted with success. 


Another cherished idol is demolished 
by the rude hand of Science; and inci­ 
dentally by the same act discredit is 
thrown up on the researches of so great a 
scholar us Charles Darwin, 
That illus­ 
trious naturalist held that there really 
were such things as carnivorous p lants, 
as the Fep cntlies, the Drosera and the 
Pinguiculu. 
But the 
imp ortance 
of 
micro-organisms was not then taken into 
full account, and later 
investigations 
have tended strongly to disp rove the 
carnivorous theory altogether. 
Several 
y ears ago Mr. |Edw ard Morren 
made 
p ainstaking 
examinations of some of 
these p lants, including the Drosera and 
Pinguicula, and ap p arently established 
bey ond a doubt that they were not flesh- 
eaters. 
A similar work lias now been 
comp leted by M. Rap hael Dubois, con­ 
cerning the Nep enthes, and the same rt 
suit has been attained. 
The urns of the 
Nep enthes contain, on beiug op ened, a 
clear, slightly acid fluid which p resently 
p utriiies, and is sometimes found to eon 
tain » he remains of insects. 
The bodies 
of insects found in the op en urns are in a 
state of p utrifaction, and not of diges­ 
tion, and the exp osed 
fluids contain 
countless micro-organisms. 
The infer­ 
ence to be drawn is evident. 
The fluid 
of the Nep enthes lias no digestive p rop ­ 
erty , and cannot and does not digest the 
entrap p ed insects, and the p lants are 
therefore not carnivorous

— Being frequently asked about 
the 
Hennep in Canal we may again rep eat 
about what we have heretofore said in 
T he TELKGHArn, that work is now and 
has been, for several weeks, in p rogress 
where the survey for the canal strikes 
Rock River east of Rock Island and at a 
p oint where there will be constructed a 
lock and dam. 
The first thing to be ac­ 
comp lished by the government author­ 
ities wa9 that of securing rights of way 
from owners of lands and the local p ro­ 
ceedings for condemnation of p rop erty 
has already been commenced. This work 
has p rogressed so far that it is not likely 
that any p ortion of the money ap p rop ri­ 
ated for the canal will be exp ended else­ 
where. 
The law granting the ap p rop riation 
states that work shall commence up on 
one of the “ dams and locks” to be built on 
Rock River, and there was s sp ecial rea­ 
son for p lacing this clause in the bill, as 
General 
Henderson 
himself exp lains. 
One of tbe most 
serious 
objections 
brought against such an ap p rop riation 
being p laced in the River and Harbor 
Bill was the claim that the building of 
canals was no p art 
o f the business 
o f 
river and harbor imp rovements. 
This 
objection our member 
o f congress 
whs 
frequently called up on to refute and 
he 
did so effectually by showing that in the 
construction of the p rop osed Illinois and 
Michigan camd there 
w a s a goodly p or­ 
tion of Rock River to be imp roved; and, 
indeed, a p ortion of the stream used in 
way of vs hut is known as slack water. 
So, to be consistant, it was p rop osed to 
commence the work by making at first 
this slack wafer imp rovement, and thu-> 
it was that the bill itself exp lained that 
the Hennep in ap p rop riation was a legitB 
mate item for the River and Harbor bill.
